Eden To Try 
Again To Gain 
-Geneva Accord 


East, West Deadlocked 
On Both Indochina And 
Korean Peace Issues 


G ENEVA GP — British Foreign 
S ecretary Anthony E den flew back 
to G eneva today for a final effort 
to break the East-W est deadlocks 
in Indochina and K orea. 
Arriving by special plane from 
London, 
where 
he 
consulted 
Prim e M inister 
Churchill 
and 
other cabinet 
m em bers, 
Eden 
declined to com m ent on secret 
instructions he was reported to 
be carrying. 


Before leaving London, however, 
he agreed with an opinion ex p ress­ 
ed by other W estern sources here 
th a t the next week or two will be 
f^cisive. 


It was expected E d en ’s instruc­ 
tions m ight d eterm ine how much 
longer

— The two-way 
radio is moving indoors. It saves 
factories a lot of money, but m akes 
it hard for a w orkm an to d isap p ear 
behind a stock of boxes for a re s t­ 
ful smoke. 
Cops and cabbies have been link­ 
e d for som e tim e with their hom e 
L /se by high-power two-way co m ­ 
m unications system s. And that has 
m ad e grea t 
changes 
in 
crim e- 
fighting m ethods and taxi o p era­ 
tions. 
Then, nine 
months 
ago, 
low- 
pow er two-way com m unication jobs 
w ere freed from governm ent r e ­ 
strictions. Today the little talking 
system s increasingly are becom ing 
p a rt of the factory scene. 
g e n e r a l E lectric engineers here 
say that putting two-way system s 
on indoor trucks and other factory 
transportation system s has resu lt­ 
ed in m aking four trucks do the 
work of five. 
T rucks 
carrying 
m aterials 
or 
finished goods can be quickly di­ 
rected hither and yon as needed 
in vast factory areas. 
Savings in the cost of buying 
and m aintaining tru ck s is sizable. 
I % h a p s even g rea ter is the saving 
on the cost of operating labor. 
And then there s the m a tte r of 
the fork-truck operator who used 
to becom e lost around the factory 
som ew here—for about the tim e it 
takes for a smoke. In the old days 
he “ didn’t know w here they w an t­ 
e d ” him.

The high tribunal told the state 
court to set aside its judgm ent and 
reconsider “ in the light of” last 
M onday’s unanim ous 
ruling 
that 
racial segregation in public schools 
is unconstitutional. 
Last w eek’s 
decisions 
applied 
directly only to ele m e n ta ry and 
high schools, but it was generally j 
reg ard e d that the court would ex­ 
tend its ruling to all schools sup­ 
ported with public funds. 
In another brief o rd er today, the 
Suprem e Court told the U. S. Cir­ 
cuit Court in Cincinnati to recon­ 
sider its refusal to o rd er a Negro 
adm itted to shows presented in an 
am p h ith e ate r owned by the City 
of Louisville, Ky. 
A third order told the U. 
S. 
Circuit Court in New Orleans to 
reconsider a case involving the 
adm ission of A lexander P. Tur- 
eaud Jr., a N egro, to the lo u is i­ 
ana State U niversity. 
The Suprem e Court also let stand 
a decision th a t the City of Houston, 
Tex., m ust let N egroes use m unic­ 
ipal golf courses on a segregated 
basis. 


In still another o rd er today, the 
Suprem e Court refused to review 
a decision by the New' O rleans Cir­ 
cuit Court that the all-white H ardin 
Ju n io r College in Wichita 
Falls, 
Tex., m ust adm it six N egro stu ­ 
dents. 
In yet another case Involving the 
issue of racial relations, the Su­ 
p rem e Court rejected an appeal by 
the housing authority of the City 
and County of San F ran cisco seek­ 
ing approval of a segregation pol­ 
icy in public low-rent housing pro­ 
jects. 
As in (he Houston and Wichita 
F alls cases, the Suprem e Court 


gave no reason for its action in 
the San Francisco case although 
the reason w as plain after last 
w eek’s ruling. 
Some attorneys had expected the 
high court to announce today in 
the college and 
university 
cases 
th a t it was extending to them last 
M onday’s ban on segregation 
in 
public schools. 
At th at tim e Chief Ju stice W ar­ 
ren said: 


“ We conclude that in the field of 
public education the 
doctrine 
of 
sep arate but equal has no place. 
S eparate educational facilities are 
inherently unequal.”

Senate Leader Hints 
Flexible Props M ay Go 
In Effect During Debate 


WASHINGTON UPI—Sen. 
Know- 
land (R-Calif) said today th ere is 
a “ possibility” that C ongress will 
deadlock over fa rm legislation and 
thus let flexible price supports go 
into effect under existing law. 
Knowland, the Senate’s Repub­ 
lican leader, said he doesn’t know 
what is going to happen in the 
controversy 
which 
has 
found 
many D em ocrats and som e R e­ 
publicans lined up behind 
pro­ 
posals to continue price props 
on major field crops at 90 per 
cent of parity. 
But he said “ it certainly is a 
possibility” th a t the two houses of 
Congress will fail to ag ree on a 
single farm bill. 
P resident E isenhow er has urged 
abandonm ent of the present system 
of m andatory price 
supports 
on 
basic field crops at 90 p er cent 
of parity and its rep la ce m en t by 
a system of flexible props ranging 
from 75 to 90 p er cent of parity. 
P a rity is a sta n d ard for m e a s u r­ 
ing fa rm prices said by law to give 
farm e rs a fair re tu rn in relation 
to prices they pay for things they 
buy.

CONGRESS in 1948 and 1949 put 
on the books a 
flexible 
support 
system , although not in the form 
the Eisenhow er ad m in istratio n has 
recom m ended. But it has postpon­ 
ed its effective d ate from y e a r to 
year, continuing the rigid 90 p er 
cent props first provided in w a r­ 
tim e to stim ulate production. 
The 90 p er cent 
supports 
now’ 
are slated to expire at the end of 
the 1954 crop year, and failure of 
Congress to pass new legislation 
would perm it the flexible plan now 
on the books to go into effect. 
Eisenhower recom m ended that, 
to ease the im pact of a change 
to flexible supports, up to $2*2 
billion worth of crops the govern­ 
m ent now holds be “ frozen” and 
ignored in figuring support Bev­ 
els. This provision is not includ­ 
ed in the 1948-49 legislation. 
Chairman Aiken (R-Vt) of 
the 
Senate A griculture C om m ittee said 
he agrees “ th e re ’s a possibility we 
m ight not do anything.” But Rep. 
Hope (R -K an), c h a irm a n 
of

com panion House com m ittee, said 
he “ c a n ’t conceive that the Con­ 
gress won’t do som ething.”

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The Baffle For Asia

Communists Apparently Sure 
Of Their New Hold In Asia 


(Editor’s note: William L. Ry­ 
an spent six weeks in Southeast 
Asia, traveling to Indochina and 
the nearby countries endangered 
by a Communist sweep south­ 
ward. He then went to Geneva 
to chock his findings at the Ge­ 
neva conference. This is the first

GENEVA Uh—There is not the 
slightest indication at the Geneva 
conference that the Communists 
will accept anything but surrender 
of the West in Asia. 
Apparently, they are sure com­ 
munism is on a victorious march, 
with the decisive battle for Viet 
•'♦Nam all but behind them. The Rus­ 
sians are calling the tune here, 
ever preparing the speeches of the 
Communist Vietminh 
representa­ 
tives in the Russian language. 
After a 
month of talk, there 
seem s no prospect of anything but 
obstruction and deadlock. The Rus- 
siam excude the confidence that 
they hold the trump cards. 
Communism is relying heavily 
^ o n a drive to turn Asian national­ 
i s m and .Vian fears into potent 
weapons against the West in a 
long-term .struggle for domination 
of a continent. 
The United States has been los­ 
ing battles in this propaganda war, 
though 
it has not yet, by any 
means, lost the war. Asian dis­ 
trust of the West. after a century 
of colonial 
domination, 
is being 
twisted 
and turned against 
the 


United States in a political-psycho­ 
logical offensive designed to win 
cheap victories. 
The Communists are not con- I 
cerned with m asses now. This war 
is for the intellectuals* the edu­ 
cated layer of Asians from whose 
ranks come the raw materials for 
government and leadership. 
In those ranks, America has been 
losing friends. They are not going 
over to the Communist side, but 
in frustration are retiring into a 
neutral shell. And that serves the 
Communist cause. 
For one who has just returned 
from Asia there is an atmosphere 
almost of fantasy here in Geneva 
Talk of “united action” 
in 
Asia 
seem s removed from reality. 
At the moment, prospects seem 
dim 
for ny Southeast Asia 
de­ 
fense system under United States 
inspiration or protection. That may 
yet 
change 
as 
the 
Communist 
breath gets hotter on Southeast 
Asian necks. 
If so, 
the United 
States hopes to have the fram e­ 
work of an alliance which those 
nations can join if they choose. 
But in an extensive tour of that 
vast, underdeveloped, poverty-rid­ 
den area I found that, with few 
exceptions, Asian leaders cling to 
the view that any involvement in 
a bloc—however defensive it may 
be—will make Asia the cockpit for 
World War III. 
With 
the 
understanding 
they 
would not be quoted by name, 
Asian leaders spoke frankly of their 
fear* and frustrations in trying to 
build new nations in an area whose 
unplumbed riches and geographi­ 
cal position make it a tempting 
target for Red expansion. 
“Those who want to be friends 
of the United States are falling 
silent now,” an elderly pro-Ameri­ 
can statesman told me sadly. “ It 
is becoming just as politically un­ 
wise in this part of the world to 
take the side of the United States 
as it is for you in the states to 
take the part of Red China.” 
Asian leaders are alive to the in­ 
ternal Communist threat and have 
been fighting it consistently. They 
fear communism. But first of all 
they fear a new general war. 
Because of this, however mis 
takenly, they fear the 
U n i t e d 
States. They do not believe Ameri­ 
cans have any aggressive designs 
on them. But they have a dread 
that actions of the United States in 
a head-on clash with the Soviet 
Union might plunge Asia into the 
most dreadful of all wars. 
They insist they have won sub­ 


stantial victories over their domes­ 
tic Communists and can keep them 
in check, short of invasion from 
China. 
But many of these anti-Commu- 
nist leaders themselves help Com­ 
munist propaganda along. Anti-co 
localism is the cement holding 
these new nations together. Many 
a leader is not adverse to trans­ 
ferring the former fear of Britain, 
France or Holland to the United 
States. Several frankly admitted 
this to me. 
. Certainly the two largest nations, 
India and Indonesia, would have 
to be counted out ol a Southeast 
Asian alliance as matters stand 
now. And Burma likely would east 
a cautious look northward. That 
leaves Pakistan. Thailand and Ma 
laya, short of a defense line pushed 
all the way • back to the Pacific 
island chain.

Because 
he’s 
a 
senator, 
they 
might be reluctant to do anything 
anyway, although a plain citizen 
who refused to answer their ques­ 
tions would be nailed with a con­ 
tempt 
of Congress 
charge 
in 
a 
hurry. 
Senators have never been eager 
to use extreme measures on one 
another, They jaw at one another. 
Sometimes they campaign against 
one another, but it s a rare day 
when a senator is expelled or even 
rebuked. 
This kind of consideration 
for 
one another is probably a form of 
self-preservation. 
Whatever 
they 
do tc any one of their number 
today might be done to any one 
of them tomorrow. 
This kind of regard which sena­ 
tors have for senators is more a 
matter 
of 
you-scratch-my-back- 
and-ni-scratch-yours than it is of 
senatorial c o u r t e s y , a phrase 
which gets thrown’ around a little 
carelessly. Among political scien­ 
tists “ senatorial courtesy” has a 
very special meaning limited to a 
case like this: 
The President nominates a Cal­ 
ifornian for a government job but 
fails to consult one of the Cal­ 
ifornia senators beforehand. The 
nominee cannot have the job un­ 
less the Senate Approves. But one 
of 
the 
senators 
from 
California 
objects, and the Senate does not 
approve. 
Senators, being politcians with 
a 
normal 
appreciation 
for 
the 
value of patronage, like to have a 
hand in naming a home state man 
to a government position. For that 
reason, they like to be consulted, 
at least, when the President does 
the picking. 
Thusly, 
a 
Senator 
can 
make 
his feelings be known without us­ 
ing the traditional phrase of ob­ 
jection: “This nominee is person­ 
ally obnoxious to m e.” Sometimes 
the other senators go along with 
him and withhold their approval, 
som etim es they approve over his 
objections. Senatorial courtesy is 
not an ironclad rule. 
Senatorial courtesy started in the 
first session of Congress. George 
Washington named Benjamin Fish- 
bourne to be naval officer at the 
port of Savannah, Ga. But the two 
Georgia senators had a candidate 
of their own in mind and objected. 
The Senate did not let Fishbourne 
have the job, although Washington 
protested. 
It may seem like a lack of sena­ 
torial courtesy when, during the 
McCarthy-Ar my h e a r i n g s , Mc­ 
Carthy says two of the investigat­ 
ing senators are trying to block 
his hunt for Communists and one 
of them snaps back that in effect 
a crack like that is just about what 
he'd expect from McCarthy. 
That may be discourteous, but 
it has nothing to do with senatorial 
courtesy in the technical 
serine. 
The Senate, which has no rule 
on courtesy, has rules on decorum. 
For example, a senator is not sup­ 
posed to speak in a derogatory

“ Don’t try to bring your own 
civilization along 
and 
insulate 
yourself from the country you’re 
visiting. If you try to measure 
everything you see 
abroad 
by 
how it compares to what you 
have back home, travel will only 
narrow your understanding. 
“ Don’t fret if you don’t know a 
foreign language. It isn’t neces­ 
sary. You will always be able 
to make yourself understood, par 
ticularly if your wife is along.”
